MOUNT CLEMENS, Mich. (fl- 
Demolition experts searched in a 
populated area today for three. 
deadly rockets unaccounted for 
among 22 fired accidentally from 
a grounded F86 Sabre Jet at Sel-; 
fridge Air Force Base Thursday.

Sen. Chavez 
To Insist On 
Missiles Test 


House Approves 
$33 .6 Billion Bill 
For Defense Budget 


WASHINGTON (JV-Sen. Chavez 
(D-NM) said today he will insist 
on decisive tests to show whether 
Nike guided missiles, a mainstay 
in U.S. antiaircraft defenses, are 
as potent as the Army contends. 
Chavez heads a Senate Appro­ 
priations subcommittee conducting 
public 
hearings 
on 
the 
armed 
forces’ multibillion-dollar budget 
for the coming year. 
This biggest money bill of the 
year passed the House Thursday. 
A 377-0 vote sent to the Senate a 
$33,635,066,000 defense budget con­ 
taining exactly what President Ei­ 
senhower recommended for pro­ 
curement of new airplanes — $6,- 
048,500,000. 
Rep. Flood (D-Pa) led a fight 
to add a billion dollars to the fig­ 
ure, but lost by a resounding voice 
vote. 
Chairman McMahon (D-Tex) of 
the subcommittee that handled the 
bill said it would give the Air 
Force 18 billion dollars for spend­ 
ing, counting balances from earli­ 
er appropriations. 
Rep. S c r i v n e r (R-Kan) cau­ 
tioned against putting all military 
hopes in the long-range B52 bom­ 
ber — for which Flood intended 
the extra funds. Scrivner said the 
Air Force already is working on 
a bigger and better long-range 
bomber. 
Sen. Chavez said he will call a 
closed hearing perhaps late next 
week to explore with top Air Force 
and Army officials whether the 
Talos guided missile, developed by 
the Navy, is a more potent weapon 
than the Nike, as the Air Force 
reportedly believes. 
Sen. Stennis (D-Miss) demanded 
a showdown test Thursday after 
Secretary of the Army Brucker 
had described the Nike as power­ 
ful enough to knock down “any 
Russian bomber we have heard 
about.” 
Chavez said he has heard the 
Talos has a longer range, requires 
less manpower to fire it, and is 
cheaper.

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New Farm Bill 
Seen Even If 
Ike Vetoes It 


Measure Okayed By 
Senate Committee 
Includes Soil Bank 


WASHINGTON 
U FI — Senators 
Young (R-ND) and Ellender <D- 
La) said today they are confident 
a revised farm bill including a soil 
bank program can become law 
even 
if 
President 
Eisenhower 
should veto it. 
Sen. Aiken (R-Vt), who often 
speaks 
for 
the 
administration, 
said the bill approved by the Sen­ 
ate 
Agriculture 
Committee 
“is 
completely unacceptable to m e” 
and he would recommend a veto 
“unless it is cleaned up.” Young 
and Ellender predicted Congress 
would override a veto of the pres­ 
ent Senate bill. 
Aiken objected particularly to 
a provision for mandatory price 
supports for next year’s crops of 
oats, barley, rye, grain sorghums 
and corn grown outside the prin­ 
cipal corn belt. 
“ More farmers would be hurt 
than helped by this provision,” he 
said. “It might be wiser to have 
no new farm legislation than this 
provision.” 
Young, who voted with a majori­ 
ty of the Agriculture Committee 
in approving the feed grains pro­ 
visions, said most opposition to it 
“comes from Northeast states and 
other regions which want cheap 
feed grains in surplus.” adding: 
“The Midwest is interested in 
fair prices for pork, beef and 
grains. You can’t have them with 
a surplus of cheap feed grains.” 
Young continued: 
“This bill could be passed over 
a presidential veto but I do not 
expect one.” 
Ellender, the committee chair­ 
man, said he agreed with Young’s 
appraisal, and he added: “There 
would be no excuse for a veto 
this time.” 
Ellender noted that the present 
bill, 
unlike 
an 
earlier 
version 
which Eisenhower vetoed April 16 
as unworkable, does not contain 
rigid 
price 
supports 
for 
basic 
crops or a dual formula for com­ 
puting parity. It does include ad­ 
ministration-opposed provisions to 
prevent declines in price support 
levels for wheat, corn and peanuts. 
Ellender said he hopes to call 
the bill up for Senate action next 
Wednesday or Thursday.

ALGIERS, Algeria (JA-Military 
and unofficial reports indicated to­ 
day the French have killed at 
least 500 Algerians this week in 
their dri\e to check the new na­ 
tionalist offensive against Euro­ 
pean farms and settlements. 
Some French newspapers in Al­ 
giers estimated rebel losses since 
last weekend at up to 1,000. 
The French have admitted only 
a handful of soldiers killed and 
slightly more wounded. In addi­ 
tion, 20 European farmers, wives 
and children were reported slain 
in western Algeria last weekend 
in the initial phase of the new na­ 
tionalist offensive. 
The surge of rebel activity con­ 
tinued u n a b a t e d . Nationalist 
bands ranged through the vast 
central North 
African 
territory 
with torch and submachinegun. 
The French concentrated on vast 
military sweeps in western Al­ 
geria, w h e r e 40 farms were 
burned early this week, and in 
the area north of Constantine, east 
Algeria, whpre some 45 settle­ 
ments and farms were attacked 
Tuesday and Wednesday.

The French army r e p o r t e d 
clashes with the rebels Thursday 
night in the mountainous Kabylie 
region in northeast Algeria and 
near Algiers itself.

A report on the results — cer­ 
tain to have political significance 
because of his re-election bid—will 
be made public by the White 
House Saturday afternoon shortly 
after the President leaves the hos­ 
pital. 
He entered late Thursday for 
an overnight rest. The series of 
examinations begins this morning. 
He is occupying the three-room- 
and-bath Presidential Suite. 
Immediately after Eisenhower’s 


heart attack last Sept. 24, his doc­ 
tors put him on a diet of 1,600 
calories a day to keep his weight 
in check.

There have been no 
previous claims by Eoka about 
him. 
The leaflets were thrown about 
the streets of Nicosia by small 
boys at noon.

Karaolis and Andreas Demetriou. 
The pair were convicted of mur­ 
der and attempted murder, re­ 
spectively.

Two b u r g l a r s fled with $1,400 
early today at American L e g i o n 
Post 374 in East End after pulling 
a gun on a night watchman who 
returned from lunch and interrupt­ 
ed the robbery.

munde rocket research and de­ 
velopment center did not predict 
when the moon bubble would be 
built. However, G. E. Cooper, re­ 
search pilot of the National Advi­ 
sory Committee on Aeronautics at 
Moffett Field, Calif., and chair­ 
man of the Institute of Aeronauti­ 
cal Sciences, said: 
“I think that space travel can 
be accomplished within our gen­ 
eration, assuming there is suffi­ 
cient demand for such flights.” 
And Dr. Robert D. Waldo, senior 
engineer with the Aerojet-General 
Corp. of Azusa, Calif., may have 
forecast practical space travel in 
a nearer future than is commonly j 
assumed. Discussing how one of 
the big problems in space travel 
is finding a metal which can with­ 
stand the fantastic heat expected 
from friction when a space ship 
re-enters the earth’s atmosphere, 
he said: 
“ I feel . . . this metallurgical 
problem is about to be licked.” 
His firm is building the second 
docket phase of the artificial satel­ 
lite to be launched next year. 
Ehricke held out no rosy sci- 
ence-fiction dream of space travel, j 
He said the first bubble on the 
moon probably would be no more 
than 50 or 60 feet high, but it 
would be the first step toward 
colonizing space. The bubble ma­ 
terial would have to filter out 
harmful rays from sunlight as | 
does the blanket of air around the 
earth, he said. 
Larger bubbles would be built 
over the original site, he predicted, 
until a colony measuring possibly 
several acres would be housed. I 
Within the translucent canopy, I 
he theorized, plants which had 
been brought to the first bubble 
wTould be developed to such an ex-; 
tent that their oxygen discharge 
would establish the necessary ba- j 
lance with human beings, who 
would consume the oxygen and 
discharge the carbon dioxide need­ 
ed by the plants. 
After the moon, the planet Mars 
appears the next likely target, 
the 39-year-old scientist said.

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Alert Police Work Pays Off 


It’s pleasing to be able to put in a good 
word for the police in view of the kicking 
around the department has been taking. 
Alertness and efficiency were demonstrated 
Wednesday night by Special Officer W. E. Mc­ 
Daniel when he prevented a possible burglar­ 
izing of a Market St. tavern. 
With black marks against it on the wrong 
side of the ledger as a result of the burglary 
ring and the grand jury investigation, the de­ 
partment has its job cut out for it in attempt­ 
ing to regain the confidence of the people. 
Good police work such as that displayed by 
Officer McDaniel is definitely a step in that 
direction. 


Arms And The Men 


The Soviet Union may hold the whiphand in 
a disarmament race, if that is going to be 
the next move in the international checker 
game. 
There are more things to consider than mili­ 
tary manpower totals when a drastic cut in 
military forces is under consideration. 
There also are more things than military 
manpower concerned when military forces are 
being beefed up. The Kremlin used the Rus­ 
sian army to keep millions of young Russians 
fed, clothed and loyal to the Stalin dictatorship 
in the years before World War II. When World 
War II was over, the Kremlin continued a large 
standing army because Stalin would not have 
dreamed of turning loose millions of Russians 
trained in the use of arms. 
In the United States, at the same time, pres­ 
sure to disband the armed forces was tremen­ 
dous. Americans never have tolerated the phi­ 
losophy of a large standing army. Even during 
the depression, they balked at proposals to 
give military training to unemployed youths 
and consented only to let some of the young 
men serve the federal government as members 
of the Civilian Conservation Corps. 
Russia, knowing it cannot be attacked by the 
United States and needing more manpower to 
bring supplies of food and industrial products 
up closer to minimum demand, could well af­ 
ford to cut down its armed forces. With pop­ 
ulous China as an ally, it could cut its armed 
forces drastically and still have military se­ 
curity. 
The United States has no populous allies. It 
can be attacked by the Soviet Union. Any coun­ 
try can be attacked by an authoritarian gov­ 
ernment. Supplies of food and industrial prod­ 
ucts in the United States are far in excess of 
minimum demand. A drastic cut in military 
manpower could have far-reaching economic 
repercussions. 
That is why the Soviet Union may have the 
whiphand if the next order of events in inter­ 
national relations proved to be a disarmament 
race. Otherwise, the Kremlin wouldn’t be con­ 
sidering it. 


Next Senator From Georgia 


Walter F. George, the aged Georgia Demo­ 
crat who has earned Senate confidence to a 
degree rarely approached by southerners who 
don’t have to worry about re-election, has made 
a logical decision. 
He will not grapple for re-election with young 
Herman Talmadge, who wants to replace him. 
At the age of 78, Sen. George would be starting 
his seventh Senate term if he could beat his 
rival, who now is only 43. But age alone did 
not influence Sen. George’s decision, in all 
probability. 
He has tried to be a statesman. He has 
earned the confidence of his fellow senators 
apd the confidence of the Eisenhower adminis­ 
tration in his key post as chairman of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee. 
Georgians in 1956 are in no mood to reward 
statesmanship. They are being stirred 
to 
a 
frenzy by rabble-rousing white supremacists. 
They want hate, prejudice and assurance that 
all their racial problems can be kept under 
control in the manner of the Talmadges, Bilbos 
and Heflins—famous names in the hierarchy of 
politicians who made careers 
of 
white 
su­ 
premacy. 
Sen. George consented to act as spokesman 
last March for signers of the southern declara­ 
tion of defiance to the Supreme Court, but that 
was a lawyer’s gesture—not the fire-eating bal­ 
derdash that Herman Talmadge was ready to 
use in his campaign against dignified old Sen. 
George. 
We congratulate him for getting out of that 
kind of politics while he still has his dignity. 
If he can be of service to the Eisenhower 
administration in its desire to help juice up 
the North Atlantic Treaty Organization, perhaps 
he can forget what happens to statesmen in 
Georgia when supremacists get busy.

There is a 
large migration within Soviet Rus­ 
sia to Siberia and a migration 
from Red China about which we 
know very little. 
These may be larger in num­ 
bers 
than the mass migration 
movements in Europe. At o n e 
time, it was believed that Chinese 
were being moved to the Karakum 
Desert near the Caspian Sea but 
there really is no authentic infor­ 
mation on the subject. 


THE EUROPEAN problem is 
very serious due to overpopulation. 
Whereas during the first years aft­ 
er the war, most of the European 
migrants were refugees from ei­ 
ther Hitler’s or Stalin’s terror, 
those who are presently involved 
in this problem are not so much 
refugees as families who seek to 
improve their economic and social 
status by moving from overcrowd­ 
ed to sparsely settled areas where 
the opportunities are better for 
hard workers. 
They are much like the pioneer 
stock that in the 17th and 18th 
centuries settled our own country. 
They are not city dwellers who are 
dispossessed, but people who go to 
areas that need additional popu­ 
lation. 
Canada, for instance, is willing 
to take some 175,000 immigrants a 
year, while Australia is engaged in 
a conscious and systematic build­ 
ing of additional population of Eu­ 
ropean origin to the amount of 
100,000 a year. Australia learned, 
during the war, that it needs more 
population. 


COUNTRIES SUCH as Holland, 
Italy, and Greece have been over­ 
populated for long periods and 
have been sending migrants to 
North and South America and oth­ 
er continents. The value of the 
ICEM is that it makes it its busi­ 
ness to know where people are 
wanted, what kinds are wanted in 
what places and where it is ad­ 
vantageous for particular individ­ 
uals to go. And it helps them 
get there. 


Dutch farmers, for instance, are 
particularly welcomed in Canada, 
Australia and Brazil where farm ­ 
ers are needed and where these 
people fit well into local popula­ 
tions. 
The Italian problem is a very 
serious one. About IO per cent 
of the Italian labor force has been 
unemployed 
for 
several 
years 
which must mean political and so­ 
cial discontent. Italian migrants 
now find a special welcome in Ar­ 
gentina, Brazil, Venezuela a n d 
Chile. Some, of course, go to Can­ 
ada and Australia. 


THESE ITALIAN migrants are 
not only farmers, but semi-skilled 
workers who are needed for the 
building of industry. There is still 
an Italian migration into the Unit­ 
ed States, but it is larger to the 
South American countries where 
the opportunities are better. 
The demand for skilled arti­ 
sans 
is great everywhere 
and 
those Italians who possess specific 
skills are very fortunate when 
they migrate from low wage to 
higher wage countries. 
Therefore, 
vocational 
courses 
are being given to Italians who 
desire to migrate. They are also 
taught Portuguese, Spanish and 
English so that on arrival in a 
new coantry they are not altogeth­ 
er greenhorns. The principal ob­ 
jection to the immigrant is that 
as he is not adjustable to the con­ 
ditions of his new * country, he 
creates social problems. 
The task of the ICEM and of na­ 
tional emigration bureaus is to 
assist the proposed migrant to pre­ 
pare himself linguistically and so­ 
cially for his new environment in 
advance of leaving his old one, so 
that he becomes more assimilable 
and adjustable and therefore is not 
offensive. This is a constructive 
program of which too little is 
known. 


THE PROBLEM . in Greece is 
also one of unemployment and of 
frightfully low wages. G r e e c e 
was hit unusually hard by the war 
and its high birth-rate gives it a 
larger population than it can find 
employment 
for. 
Greeks 
have 
found good work, in recent migra­ 
tions. in Australia, Canada a n d 
Brazil. 
In the United States, we think 
of the Greek a£ a semi-skilled 
worker in the food business, such 
as restaurants and markets, actu­ 
ally he is a splendid farmer and 
shepherd, and he readily adjusts to 
new environments. 
This type of immigrant is par­ 
ticularly 
desired 
in 
Australia 
which has large unpopulated areas 
that can only be developed by cour­ 
ageous and energetic pioneers.

WASHINGTON 
Congressional friends of the vet­ 
eran and of the housing industry 
are beginning to nibble away at 
the statutory termination of the 
GI loan guaranty program. 
Before they get through there 
probably will be little left of the 
original intent to shut down the 
program July 25, 1957. 
Since the government b e g a n 
guaranteeing home loans for vet­ 
erans in 1946, more than 4 mil­ 
lion World War II veterans have 
used GI loans. 
About ll million World War II 
vets still have unused loan pri­ 
vileges. Loan entitlements for vet­ 
erans of the Koren war are sched­ 
uled to continue to 1965. 
A straightforward move to ex­ 
tend the program for six more 
years for World War II vets was 
made in the House last week in 
the form of a bill introduced by 
Representatives 
Ed 
Edmondson, 
Armistead Selden, George Christo­ 
pher, Don Magnuson and Wayne 
Aspinall. 


REP. EDMONSON admits that 
many 
ofthe ll million vets may 
never need the program. Some al­ 
ready have bought homes under 
the Federal Housing Administra­ 
tion program or through private 
financing. 
He estimates, about 5 million 
more would use the GI program 
if it were extended. 
The House already has given 
some reassurance to anxious vet­ 
erans who are fearful that they 
may not get time to use their 
home loan benefits. Two weeks ago 
the lawmakers slipped through an 
amendment that gives veterans un­ 
til July 25, 1958, to complete the 
paper work for a GI loan, provid­ 
ing the application and a purchase 
contract is submitted to the VA 
before the 1957 deadline. 
Main opposition to any extension 
of the program has come from 
Rep. Olin Teague, chairman of the 
House Veterans’ Affairs Commit­ 
tee. 


REP. TEAGUE says many vet­ 
erans have got a raw deal under 
the program and thinks it would 
be better just to end it. However, 
he has agreed to hold hearings on 
extension bills if the members of 
his committee insist. 
Between the two extreme posi­ 
tions — termination on schedule 
and over-all extension — there is 
a move for gradual termination. 
In this area is the proposal of 
Rep. Albert Rains which would 
taper off the program in four 
years. 
Rep. Rains, chairman of the 
h o u s i n g subcommittee. House 
Banking Committee, would: 
I. 
Give veterans an additional 
month for each month of service 


after Sept. 15. 
1940, 
up 
to 
48 
months, in which to file for a 
home loan. 
2. 
Give war-disabled veterans an 
additional four years. 
The president’s Commission on 
Veterans’ Pensions, known as the 
Bradley Commission, also has rec­ 
ommended that the loan benefits 
be tapered off, during a two-year 
period. 


THE TAPERING-OFF proposal 
appeals to the housing industry 
more than an abrupt cut-off be­ 
cause it fits neatly i n t o the 
growing loan entitlements avail­ 
able to Korean vets. Within two 
years, there will be about 6Mt mil­ 
lion Korean vets in civilian life. 
Officially, the administration has 
been for termination of the loan 
benefits on schedule. But many 
Republican congressmen suspect 
that the administration is not going 
to attempt to impose its position 
too strenuously in this election 
year. 
The consensus in congressional 
circles is that there will not be an 
abrupt cut-off. 


THE TAPERING-OFF program 
probably will be enacted unless the 
housing industry 
goes 
into 
a 
slump or the veterans lobbies man­ 
age to generate considerable heat 
on congressmen from the home 
towns. 
As Rep. Edmondson puts it: 
“It seems to be good business 
for America to extend this worth­ 
while program. Since Korean vet­ 
erans w’ill be covered for some 
years to come, the VA staff will 
continue to operate 
during 
the 
six-year extension program, and 
no great additional cost would be 
incurred.”

House 
knew, 
of 
course, that he was 
considering 
the move and planned its action 
accordingly. For it was deemed 
an excellent opportunity to get the 
benefit of Sen. George’s services 
and to accentuate the bi-partisan 
aspects of foreign policy.

from this, there is a strong bond 
of friendship between the Presi­ 
dent and Sen.

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Estes ‘Knows Nothing Of It’ 
Adlai Says GOF Money 
Aided In Minnesota Loss 


By The Associated Press 
Adlai Stevenson says he has 
learned Republican money was 
used to help defeat him in the 
Minnesota Democratic presidential 
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primary, and may “turn up in 
Florida and California.” 
But Sen. Estes Kefauver, who 
upset Stevenson in Minnesota last 
March, said he knows ‘‘nothing 
about Republican contributions to 
my campaign,” adding: 
“It looks as if Mr. Stevenson is 
preparing an alibi.” 
Both Stevenson and Kefauver 
are combing the Los Angeles area 
for votes in advance of the vital 
California primary June 5 — their 
last direct test before the Demo­ 
cratic nominating convention in 
August. 
Before their California contest, 
the two rival presidential aspir­ 
ants also will clash in the Oregon 
primary May 18 and in the Florida 
primary May 29. 
It was during a speech to a 
meeting of labor leaders Thurs­ 
day that Stevenson said he had 
been informed that what he de­ 
scribed as “heavy financial con­ 
tributors” to the GOP had raised 
in one night “all the Republican 
money needed to defeat me in 
Minnesota.” 
Stevenson, saying he was cer­ 
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tain Kefauver “knew nothing of 
this,” did not name any of the al­ 
leged contributors. 
“If this report is true,” Steven­ 
son said, “it appears that the Re­ 
publican leaders who helped elect 
President Eisenhower in 1952 are 
now trying to dictate the choice 
of the Democratic candidate this 
year. 
“If that is so, it is not unlikely 
that their money has or will turn 
up in Florida and California.” 
In their campaigning, the oppos­ 
ing candidates for the Democratic 
presidential nomination continued 
their assaults on the Eisenhower 
administration. 
Kefauver, addressing some 500 
elderly persons at a Los Angeles 
social welfare convention, said he 
felt there is a desperate need for 
a government which he said “once 
again will give an even break to 
the ordinary citizen” and for one 
willing “to think in terms of peo­ 
ple as well as in terms of statistics 
and the dollar sign.”

Stevenson said the Eisenhower 
administration has “packed” the 
National Labor Relations Board 
with what he said are “manage­ 
ment men.” 
Recalling the GOP’s 1952 slogan, j 
“Time for a change,” Stevenson 
said “everything they’ve changed 
—the’ve changed for the worse.” 
In this connection he mentioned 
foreign policy, tax structure, na­ 
tional resources policy and other 
matters.

Americans for Democratic Ac­ 
tion opened its ninth annual con­ 
vention in Washington today. 
In a speech prepared for a 
Brooklyn Democratic dinner Thurs­ 
day night. Sen. Lehman (D-NY) 
said members of his party “must 
admit our own failures—the failure 
of the Democratic Congress for 
instance to proceed more vigor­ 
ously and forthrightly with civil 
rights legislation.” Copies of the 
senator’s speech were released for 
publication, but Lehman did not 
deliver it. The press of other busi­ 
ness was understood to have kept 
him from attending the dinner. 
In Houston, Jack Porter, Tex­ 
as national Republican committee­ 
man, announced Thursday he had 
sent an invitation to Gov. Allan 
Shivers and members of the State 
Democratic Executive Committee, 
saying: 
“I want you and your conserv­ 
ative Democratic colleagues . . . 
to know that there is a place for 
you in the Republican party, and 
you will be warmly received in 
our midst.” 
There was no immediate com­ 
ment from Shivers, who lost con­ 
trol of the state Democratic par­ 
ty in recent precinct and county 
conventions.

NEW YORK (JV-Defense coun­ 
sel for Thomas G. Daniel, accused 
in the abortion death of 20-year- 
old Jacqueline Smith, says police 
beat a confession out of him. 
Testimony in the trial of Daniel, 
24, and Leo Pijuan, 46, opened 
Thursday before a jury of IO men 
and 2 women. It resumes today. 
Daniel and Pijuan are charged 
with m anslaughter in the death of 
the pretty, brown - eyed 
blonde 
from Lebanon, Pa. 
The prosecution contends Miss 
Smith died last Christmas Eve in 
Daniel’s 
M anhattan 
apartm ent 
after a bungled abortion allegedly 
performed by Pijuan, and that 
the men dismembered her body, 
packaged 
the 
parts 
in 
holiday 
wrappings, and distributed them 
in trash cans throughout the city. 
No trace of the body ever has 
been found. 
Daniel's attorney, David Siegal, 
told the jury that Daniel was 
“ beaten at the hands of police 
and as a result suffered a broken 
rib.” 
Siegal added: 
“ This girl came to like him and 
he only tried to befriend her. He 
never laid a hand on her and he 
never administered any drug to 
her nor did he defile her body.” 
Pijuan’s lawyer, Oscar G. Sua­ 
rez, said the jury should be con­ 
cerned 
with 
o n l y 
one 
point: 
“ There is a girl missing.” 
Suarez was referring to the fact 
that the state has not produced 
Miss Smith’s body. Under New 
York Law, an abortion death may 
not be treated as first degree 
m urder, punishable by death. The 
maxim um for m anslaughter is 20 
years. 
Asst. Dist. Atty. Alexander Her­ 
man, in his opening statement, 
said the state claims that Miss 
Smith and Daniel were lovers and 
that she became pregnant. Daniel

Board Raises 
Teacher Pay 
For Hancock 


State Will Provide 
$ 1 0 5 ,0 0 0 , Making 
Salary Rate Highest 


Through a recent act of the leg­ 
islature, which will raise the mini­ 
mum pay for teachers throughout 
West Virginia, Hancock C o u n t y 
teachers will be the h i g h e s t 
paid in the state under the salary 
schedule adopted by the Hancock 
County Board of Education Thurs­ 
day night. 
Supt. Robert Hall said the coun­ 
ty has been allocated $105,000 for 
the increase and since Hancock 
met the new minimum pay sched­ 
ule in 1951 and increased it in 
1955, the county rem ains the high­ 
est paid. 
Under the new state schedule, 
teachers holding m aster degrees 
will receive an increase of $55 next 
term , bachelor of arts, $50; sec­ 
ond class, $25, and third class, $15. 
Supt. Hall said the minimum sal­ 
ary for Hancock teachers with 
bachelor of arts degrees will be 
$3,240 with a $100 annual incre­ 
ment for the next 16 years and a 
maximum of $4,840. 
For teachers with m aster s de­ 
grees, the minimum would be $3,- 
510 with the $100 increm ent and 
a maximum after 16 years of $5,- 
110. 
Supt. Hall said a pay schedule 
for teachers without degrees will 
be worked out at the next m eet­ 
ing June 4. 
The increase also applies to prin­ 
cipals and superintendents. 
Hancock raised teachers pay in 
1951 then in 1955 increased the 
salaries of degree holding teachers 
to $50 and non-degree instructors 
$25. 
All increases will begin with the 
opening of the next term , S u p t . 
Hall said.

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. W — 
U.N. Secretary General Dag Ham- 
marskjold has warned the Secur­ 
ity Council not to try to impose a 
peace settlement on Israel and her 
Arab neighbors. 
Reporting on his recent mission 
to the Middle East, Hammarsk- 
jold said the cease-fire agree­ 
ments he negotiated could start a 
chain reaction toward peace. 
But he also said (I) a final set­ 
tlement may still be far off, <2) 
the initiative must come from the 
Middle East countries themselves 
and (3) no attempt must be made 
to impose a settlement from the 
outside. 
The secretary general returned 
to New York Sunday after getting 
Israel and Egypt, Syria, Lebanon 
and Jordan to reaffirm the cease­ 
fire pledges they made originally 
in the 1949 armistice agreements. 
He recommended no specific 
steps for the Il-nation Security 
Council to take. He made clear, 
however, that he feels both the

countries themselves.

Several New Marks May Be Set In County Track Meet 


Six Schools To Compete 
At East Palestine Track 


Providing the weatherman coop­ 
erates a little, several new rec­ 
ords may be set at today’s 53rd 
annual Columbiana County track 
and field meet. 
The affair, slated to draw at 
least six schools and maybe a 
seventh, will get under way this 
afternoon at 3 at the East Pales­ 
tine High School stadium. 
Preliminaries and finals in both 
weight events—the shot put and 
discus—will be held this after­ 
noon. Also on tap this afternoon 
in track events are preliminaries 
in both dashes and hurdles. Fi­ 
nals will get under way tonight 
at 7. 
Besides the host school, others 
having full squads at the meet 
will be East Liverpool, Wellsville, 
Salem. Columbiana and Leetonia. 
New Waterford may enter several 
boys. 
East Palestine is rated the fav 
orite to cop its 16th outright cham 
pionship. 
The 
Bulldogs 
h a v e 
shared the title two other times, 
once with East Liverpool in 1952. 
One record may fall this after­ 
noon when two East Palestine 
thinclads take a shot at the dis 
cus mark of 145 feet, 2 inches set 
by Harold Bush of East Palestine 
in 1953. 
Jim R a rn b o and Don Bush. 
Harold’s cousin, both have tossed 
the discus over 150 feet this sea­ 
son. Rambo had a mark of 153 
feet, 9 inches as East Palestine 
set a new discus record at the 
Mentor Relays last weekend. 
Although it’s unlikely the shot 
put record will fall, East Pales­ 
tine is given a good chance of 
sweeping the event. Rambo has 
come close to the 50-foot mark 
this season, but the record is 52 
feet, 9 inches set by Tony Con 
kle pf East Palestine in 1953. 
Jack Alexander of Salem will 
be out to break his own high 
jump mark set at last year’s meet 
with a leap of 6 feet, I 1-16 inch­ 
es. The Quaker football and bas­ 
ketball star has been up ground 
6 feet, 5 inch several times this 
season. 
Alexander won the event in 1954 
and placed second as a freshman 
in 1953. 
Most of the other marks appear 
out of reach and it will take tre­ 
mendous performances to shatter 
them. Some of the county records 
have stood for years, including 
the 100-yard dash and the 220-yard 
dash. 
George Gaines of Columbiana 
established both dash marks in 
1910, the IOO in IO seconds flat 
and the 220 in 22 flat. It’s a very 
doubtful if the 220 will ever be 
broken as it was set on a straight 
course and now is run around a 
curve. 
Eight county records have been 
set since 1950, with the other six 
established prior to 1937. The pole 
vault mark is almost 30 years old. 
It was set in 1928 by Lowell (Rib) 
Allen at 12 feet, 8 inches. 
Allen, now a teacher at Board­ 
man, set a national mark of 13 
feet, 4 inches while attending Sa­ 
lem High School. The present na­ 
tional record is 14 feet, 2 inches. 
Allen will officiate at tonight’s 
meet, judging the jumps. 
Besides Alexander, other w i n- 
ners from the' 1955 meet back in 
competition this year are Harold 
McNicol of East Palestine, win­ 
ner of the 440-vard dash, T o m 
Reed of Wellsville, low hurdles, 
Chuck Peppel of Leetonia, p o l e 
vault, and Don Greiner of Colum­ 
biana, shot put.

Defense Stresses 
Emotional Basis 
In Fatal Stabbing 
PAINESVILLE, Ohio I* - A 
Common Pleas Court jury was 
told Thursday Douglas Gott was 
“functioning entirely on an emo­ 
tional basis’’ 
when 
he 
fatally 
stabbed Rudy Longo in the base­ 
ment of a barroom in nearby 
Wickliffe last Dec. 9. 
The witness was Dr. George H. 
Reeve, Cleveland psychiatrist. 
Gott, 25-year-old lathe operator, 
is charged with first degree man­ 
slaughter in the slaying of Longo, 
27, son of the bar owner. Mrs. 
Gott, 23. was employed as a wait­ 
ress at the bar. 
Dr. Reeve 
said the sight 
of 
Gott’s unclad wife in the arms of 
Longo was the shock that drove 
all reasoning from Gott’s mind. 
He said Gott was “functioning 
entirely on an emotional basis’’ 
from the moment he recognized 
his wife with Longo until he 
heard her cry out that she had 
been hurt. 
Mrs. Gott suffered a superficial 
wound. Longo died of 48 stab 
wounds. 
Gott, who pleaded innocent by 
reason’of temporary insanity, has 
testified he went berserk and 
“blacked out.’’ 
Dr. Reeve 
said he had 
not 
examined Gott, 
but based his 
opinion on the fact that Gott ap­ 
peared to show no loss of rational 
judgment up 
until the time 
he 
found his wife with Longo. 
Dr. Roy Bushong, superintendent 
of Lima State Hospital for the 
criminally insane, was scheduled 
to testify today. Gott underwent 
a 30-day psychiatric examination 
at the hospital following his in­ 
dictment on the first deg.ee man­ 
slaughter charge.

Aim Of Unemployed 
To Be Census Question 
Special questions will be asked 
in the May current 
population 
survey to determine if unemployed 
persons are seeking full-time or 
part-time work, according to Sup­ 
ervisor Edgar L. Bryan of the 
U. S. Census Bureau’s district 
office at Pittsburgh. 
These special questions, asked 
four times a year, round out the 
labor force statistics provided by 
current population survey month­ 
ly inquiries on employment and 
unemployment by furnishing infor­ 
mation on the availability of part­ 
time workers. 
In February around IO per cent 
of the unemployed males- w e r e 
seeking part-time jobs while 14 
per cent of the unemployed fe­ 
males were seeking part-time rath­ 
er than full-time jobs. Of the un­ 
employed males seeking part-time 
jobs in February, almost 40 per 
cent were between 14 and 17 while 
close to 30 per cent were 65 years 
of age and over. Fifty per cent of 
the unemployed females seeking 
part-time work in February were 
in the 14-17 year age bracket. 
The special part-time work ques­ 
tions, together with the usual in­ 
quiries on employment and unem­ 
ployment, will be asked locally

MONTGOMERY, Ala. HD — Four 
Negroes today ask a three-judge 
federal court panel to strike down 
Montgomery 
and 
Alabama 
bus 
segregation laws whose enforce­ 
ment was ordered Wednesday by 
a state court. 
The suit, an outgrowth of the 
five - month - old mass boycott 
against 
Montgomery 
buses 
by 
most of the city’s estimated 50,- 
000 Negroes, seeks an injunction 
against the anti-race-mixing laws 
and a declaratory judgment hold­ 
ing them unconstitutional. 
Any decision from today’s hear­ 
ing is expected to be appealed to 
the U. S. Supreme Court, where 
it might result in the first clear­ 
cut decision on intrastate bus seg­ 
regation laws. 
On April 23 the Supreme Court 
dismissed an appeal from the U.S. 
4th 
Circuit 
Court 
of 
Appeals, 
which had held that bus segrega­ 
tion laws in Columbia, S. C., were 
unconstitutional and sent the case 
back to the original trial court to 
determine the question of dam­ 
ages. 
Following the Supreme Court 
action, 
National 
City Lines 
of 
Chicago, parent company of the 
Montgomery concern, ordered its 
drivers to abandon segregation of 
the races on the buses. No inte­ 
gration actually was noted, how­ 


ever, as the Negroes’ boycott has 
continued. 
In ordering the bus line not to 
abandon 
s e g r e g a t i o n , 
cir­ 
cuit Judge Walter B. Jones Wed­ 
nesday said the Supreme Court 
did not rule on the constitutionali­ 
ty of intrastate bus segregation 
laws. 
He also said that “ a situation 
of tension and unrest has been 
created in the city of Montgom­ 
ery which is likely to explode into 
violence at any time, if not re­ 
strained.” 
The city contended before Jones 
and in today’s suit that integra­ 
tion would result in violence. The 
bus company said that continued 
enforcement of segregation would 
make it liable to civil rights pros­ 
ecutions. In its answers to today’s 
suit it merely observed it is obey­ 
ing the laws without commenting 
on their validity. 
The suit was filed Feb. I by 
five Negro women. Named as 
plaintiffs 
are

Browder, 
Susie McDonald, Claudette Colvin 
and Mary Louise Smith. The fifth, 
Mrs. Jeaneatta Reese, said she 
didn’t know what she was sign­ 
ing and her name was dropped.

LONDON (J3—The Soviet press 
added its voice today to the outcry 
over the 
mysterious 
disappear­ 
ance of a British skin diver near 
a Soviet cruiser in Portsmouth 
harbor. 
The Communist newspaper Prav- 
da and the Soviet government 
organ Izvestia charged the frog­ 
man was engaged in “shameful” 
spying. 
Lionel (Buster) Crabb, 46, a re­ 
tired naval commander, vanished 
April 19 on an underwater mission 
near the Soviet cruiser Ordzhon­ 
ikidze, 
anchored in Portsmouth 
Harbor. The ship had brought So­ 
viet Premier Bulganin and Nikita 
Khrushchev here for a 10-day visit 
and was waiting to take them 
home. 
The Admiralty announced only 
that Crabb was missing and pre­ 
sumed dead. His body has not been 
recovered. British newspapers and 
Labor members of Parliament de­ 
manded further explanation, and 
Prime Minister Eden a g r e e d 
Thursday to a House of Com­ 
mons debate on the case Monday. 
Dispatches from Moscow said 
the Soviet newspapers splashed 
two-column stories on the frog­ 
man’s disappearance. 
“The shameful operation of un­ 
derwater espionage was directed 
against those who came to the 
country on a friendly visit,” said 
Pravda, “and does no honor to its 
organizers and cannot but arouse 
legitimate concern of the British 
as well as the Soviet public.” 
Izvestia blamed the incident on 
the “dirty work of the enemies of 


i n t e r n a t i o n a l 
cooperation 
and friendship among peoples.” 
In the only hint of a possible mo­ 
tive for the spying they charged, 
the Moscow publications said the 
“great speed of the Soviet cruiser 
had 
attracted 
the 
attention 
of 
specialists.” 
Pravda also declared that the 
British press had “published vari­ 
ous fantastic versions of Cmdr. 
Crabb’s fate . . . based on very 
dubious facts and hypotheses.” 
Some British newspapers specu­ 
lated that Crabb might have been 
killed or taken prisoner by the 
Russians as he carried out an un­ 
derwater inspection of the cruiser. 
There also were hints that he 
might have died while protecting 
the vessel against sabotage by anti 
Red groups. 
Prime Minister Eden first told 
Commons “it would not be in the 
public interest to disclose the cir­ 
cumstances” of Crabb’s disappear­ 
ance. 
“What was done,” Eden said, 
“was done without the authority 
or the knowledge of Her Majesty’s 
ministers.” 
Eden said appropriate disciplin­ 
ary steps were being taken. Lead­ 
ers of the opposition Labor party 
were not satisfied and threatened 
to force a debate by attempting to 
censure the Prime Minister per­ 
sonally. 
The Soviet Embassy here said 
earlier a l o o k o u t aboard the 
cruiser spotted a f r o g m a n in 
waters near the cruiser April 19, 
but that it had no other informa­ 
tion. The Embassy added that it 
was “enthralled” with the case.

Then later 
he will be able to do the harder 
problems. 
He nlay, 
for 
example, 
have 
problems like the addition of 297, 
365 and 748. If he doesn’t know 
the simple addition combinations 
by heart or have the least notion 
about carrying, it would be better 
to practice him at adding a few 
two-place numbers without carry­ 
ing, such as 36 and 42; then 58 
and 24. 


SHOW HIM by working out the 
problems and saying everything 
aloud slowly. It would be absurd 
to have him practice on adding 
395 and 37, where there is carry­ 
ing twice, before he has mastered 
carrying just once. 
The same holds true in subtrac­ 
tion. Use two-place numbers first 
and one step in borrowing before 
attacking three- or four - place 
numbers. Before t h e s e harder 
steps, be sure he knows the basic, 
simple subtraction facts involved, 
such as 4 from 9 and 8 from 15. 


It’s in long division that sim­ 
plicity is most desired. For a child 
who doesn’t have the hang of long 
division, a problem such as 3,756 
divided by 34 would be hopelessly 
confusing. 
Practice him first on simple ones 
such as 9 divided by 5 and 8 di­ 
vided by 3.

In helping him with common 
fractions, ascertain if he knows 
the relative meaning of a half, a 
fourth, an eighth, a third and a 
fifth before he tries to add or sub­ 
tract fractions. Having him meas­ 
ure with a ruler and weigh and 
measure in the kitchen can help 
him get these meanings. 
If his trouble is w i t h verbal 
problems, you will want to guide 
him at ascertaining carefully the 
meaning of the problem before try­ 
ing to solve it. His chief trouble 
may be in reading.

Using teams of salesmen work­ 
ing both sides of the street, Spauld­ 
ing set out to sell door to door. 
Some householders, he says, were 
so startled at having a car sales­ 
man call they were “shocked” into 
signing an order. 
But even with his foot in the 
door a salesman can’t close a car 
deal on the sppt. It might involve 
an appraisal, a credit rating or 
some other matter. 
To avoid the chance of a hot 
prospect cooling off while the 
salesman consults the head office, 
Spaulding sends the “head office” 
along on the sales trip. 
Two platoons of 13 men each 
go 
out 
on 
alternate 
weekday 
nights with an assistant sales 
manager. Each man is assigned 
to one side of a street, working 
from 4 p.m. until dark. 
When a prospect is turned up, 
the sales manager can make an 
immediate appraisal if a trade-in 
is involved and close the deal on 
the spot. A station wagon used to 
transport the sales crew is also 
available for demonstration rides.
